What is lacking hare is the assurance that all of what you have withheld 
under this eitati.cn ia covered by this. 2 a vo in the past asked for 
that which has been withhold and is not of this definition. I sow ask 
again that you provide it or your personal assurance that ia those 
withheld pert a there ia nothing besides what ’'would' 1 violate this 
privacy* 

You Invoke subs out ion £b) (?) in terns of the Commission* s charge * to 
obtain all possible information concerning the assassination of Presi- 
dent Kennedy and the killing of Deo Harvey Oswald. If any violations 
of federal las had been found -by the Soitanisaioa, the inf ones t ion could 
have been used for law enforcement purposes and the p resection of the 
offenders*" 

The law does not provide for the oondltdonol. It specifically elimi- 
nates it. fhai'e must be a specific federal law to enforce. If you 
osn think of any federal law violated by either killing, I would ap- 
preciate a citation* 

la the absence of your seating both of those conditions, requirement 
of the law, 2 renew ay request for what I think you clearly violate 
the law in withholding from »». And I ask for this or explanation 
promptly.
